The W ar M others gav e their sons a nd 
still they “carry on” for the w ar sick and dis­ 
abled, w hen the responsibility shou ld be resting 
on other shou lders. 
The tra it of M otherhood is one of the reasons 
why the people of America finally hav e come to 
recognize M other pu blicly by setting aside one 
day a y ear when 
she 
is first in 
hearts 
and 
thou ghts. 
Observ ance of M other’s Day is a splendid testi­ 
m onial to hu m an character and a refu tation of 
the charge tha t people are m ercenary . 
Few 
hearts can be 
steeled against the 
appeal tha t 
comes w ith M other’s Day . 
M other and the ideal for w hich she stands — 
the center of hom e — has been the su bject of 
v erse and prose becau se she possesses qu alities 
tha t are 
idealized by m en. 
She 
places serv ice 
abov e her own needs and desires. 
The principal 
qu alities of m other 
lov e are 
sy m pathy and appreciation and a practical sort 
of lov e tha t m anifests itself by giv ing all it has. 
It is this spirit of sy m pathy , appreciation and 
practicability tha t m akes m other u nspeakably 
preciou s to the civ ilized hu m an race. 


POLITICIANS AND CRIME. 
D u ring the first few y ears after the w ar it was 
cu stom ary to speak of ou r “-crime wav e,” as if it 
were an abnorm al thing arising directly ou t of 
the war. Lately , thou ghtfu l people hav e come to 
realize tha t this was a fau lty way of looking at 
things. We hav e a great deal of crime, to be su re, 
and the situ ation som etim es seems to be getting 
worse instead of better, bu t it is v v orng to speak 


of it as a “wav e,” and it is a m istake to blam e 
it all on the war. 
Instead, it is becom ing apparent tha t the prev ­ 
alence of crim e in America is du e to some fu nd a­ 
m ental defects in ou r social organization. A city 
like Chicago, for ex am ple, is not going to clean 
u p its crim e situ ation w ithou t indu lging first in a 
hou se*icleaning 
all 
the 
way 
down 
the 
line. 
Tinkering will not do the trick; nor, apparently , 
will laws th a t m erely call for stiffer sentences and 
fewer paroles. 
F rank J. Loesch, who spent y ears stu dy ing the 
situ ation as chairm an of the Chicago Crim e 
Commission, is abou t as well qu alified to speak 
as any one. 
Addressing the m em bers of C ha tta ­ 
nooga U niv ersity ’s Institu te of Ju stice recently , 
he had this to say ; 
“We m u st not only hav e a rev ision of ou r crim ­ 
inal law procedu re, bu t we m u st hav e police w ith 
m odern technical knowledge to fight the crim inal 
on his own grou nd. Organized crim e ex ists only 
in the alliance w ith corru pt politicians who con­ 
trol patronage in law enforcing agencies, cou rt 
attaches, ju dges and m em bers of legislatu res. 
“One of the basic trou bles we, hav e is illiteracy 
in the large proportion of foreign elem ent in 
Chicago as well as am ong Negroes. This illiter­ 
acy is u sed by corru pt politicians to produ ce re­ 
qu ired m ajorities. 
“W ith rev ision of ev ery state constitu tion, w hich 
m u st come soon if we are to av oid a social rev o­ 
lu tion, the illiterate v oter m u st be disfranchised 
after a reasonable tim e is giv en to qu alify the 
v oter, and the right to v ote giv en to m en and 
women only who intelligently u se the English 
langu age.” 
Now y ou m ay not agree w ith Mr. Loesch’s con­ 
clu sions at all. 
It is qu ite obv iou s, for instance, 
tha t more literacy does not insu re the casting of 
an intelligent v ote. 
Bu t his rem arks are w orth 
noting, if only becau se they indicate the real ex ­ 
te nt of the problem . Som ethin drastic will hav e 
to be done. No half-w ay m easu res will do m u ch 
good.

King George succeeded his fa- 


ther, Edward VII, termed the 
"peace-maker" while there was 
itiB peace. Four years 'afterward 
he saw his kingdom and domin- 
ions and almost the entire world 
plunged into the great war. Eng- 
land since the war has experien- 
ced one of the most difficult 
neriods of readjustment in its 
history. 


Now, on the twentieth anni- 


versary of his accession

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MOTHER'S DAT. 


The observance of Carnation Day by War

abled, when the responsibility should be resting 
on >other shoulders. 


The trait of Motherhood is one of the reasons 


why the people of America finally have come to 
recognize Mother publicly by setting aside one 
day a year when she is first in hearts and 
thoughts. 


Observance of Mother's Day is a splendid testi- 


monial to human character and a refutation of 
the charge that people are^ mercenary. Few 
learts can be steeled against the appeal that 
comes with Mother's Day. 


Mother and the ideal for which she stands — 


the center of home — has been the subject of 
erse and prose because she possesses qualities 
that are idealized by men. She places service 
above her own needs and desires. 


The principal qualities of mother 
love are 


sympathy and appreciation and a practical S9rt 
of love that manifests itself by giving all it has. 
It is this spirit of sympathy, appreciation and 
practicability that makes mother unspeakably 
>recious to the civilized human race. 


POLITICIANS AND CRIME. 


During the first few years after the war it was 


customary to speak of our "-crime wave," as if it 
were an abnormal thing arising directly out of 
he war. Lately, thoughtful people have come to 
ealize that this was a faulty way of looking at 
things. We have a great deal of crime, to be sure, 
and the situation sometimes seems to be getting 
vorse instead of better, but it is worng to speak 


of it as a "wave," and it'is a mistake to blame 
it all on.-the war. 


Instead, jt is becoming apparent that the prev- 


alence of crime in America is due to some funda- 
mental defects in our social organization. A city 
like Chicago, for example, is not going to clean 
up its crime situation without indulging first in a 
house-tleaning all the way down the line 
Tinkering will not do the trick; nor, apparently 
.will laws that merely call for staffer sentences and 
fewer paroles. 


Frank J. Loesch, who spent years studying the 


situation as chairman of the Chicago Crime 
Commission, is about as well qualified to speak 
as anyone. Addressing the members of Chatta- 
nooga" University's Institute of Justice recently, 
he had this to say: 


"We must not only have a revision of our crim- 


inal law procedure, but we must have police with 
modern technical knowledge to fight the criminal 
on his own ground. Organized crime exists only 
in the alliance with corrupt politicians who con- 
trol patronage in law enforcing agencies, court 
attaches, judges and members of legislatures. 


"One of the basic troubles we, have is illiteracy 


in the large proportion of foreign element in 
Chicago as well as among Negroes. This illiter- 
acy is used by corrupt politicians to produce re- 
quired majorities. 
"With revision of every state constitution, which 
must come soon if we are to avoid a social revo- 
lution, the illiterate voter must be disfranchised 
after a reasonable time is given to" qualify the 
voter, and the right to vote given to men and 
women only who intelligently use the English 
language." 


Now you may not agree with Mr. Loesch's con- 


clusions at all. 
It is quite obvious, for instance, 


that more literacy does not insure the casting of 
an intelligent vote. But his remarks are worth 
noting, if only because they indicate the real ex- 
tent of the problem. Somethin drastic will have 
to be done. No half-way measures will do much 
good.
